gitts nameb Ornatus, And Arbaſtus a daughter called Ar teſia, 
of exca ding comelineſle, orterierlie beautified with aboundante ot 
gvſts of nature, and inwardly avozned with aboundance ol diume 
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1 | as farreignozantin knowlcyge one ofthe other, as ifthep 
bed bin ſeparated by an innumerable diſtance of ſtraunge coun- 


Ornatus above allthinges delighted in Pawking, and on a 
dax, being wearie, de wandzed without company with his hawke 
on his fig, into a moſt ple aſant valley, where he ſhꝛawded him- 
 (elfe vnder the ſhaddowe of a tun of greene trees, with purpoſe to 
reſt himſelſe, and enen when his epes were readie to yelde-to

ann miſchiele, let vpon Allinus and his company, who thinking 
A it had bene Lenon would by no meanes pelo, noz ſpeake, fea- 
ring he ſhould deſcriethem, but reſiſted the Peꝛates, who being 
' bled to many ſuch mielings, ſone flew two of Allinus ſeruants 
and had giuen himſelſe many græuous wounds, enfozcing him R 
to pelo. Whotaking from him all that was god, conſtraining 
F Actteſiato go with them, and haſted to their hip, when having #: 
toaneped her aboꝛd, to pꝛeuent the woꝛſt, hopſed ſaile, and laun- 
 &hed into the derhe. Then was Allinus leftin moſt milerable 
; eflate, with alifpxd haſting to his houſes, Lenons ſexuants — 
3 . 3 a 
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wile were by that time it was mindnight gelten to the Pallace, 
and called their Loꝛd out ot his bedde, to terliſie him what was 


happened, who pzelently mounted himſelfe,and with a (afficient + 


company rode to the Foztreſſe, and entring , found Flera (laine, 
and all eiſe flzd , then began he to mzaſe who ſhould do that deed, 
and what they ſhould be that had carriedaway Arteſia : by this 
time it was day-light, and Lenon reſted incxc&ding v:xation to 
be dilpoſſeſt of his bewfifall Loue, pet he commanded his men to 
poſte by companies ſeueral waies, if it were poſſible to finde thoſe 
that had done that deed: whillt he bimſelfe remained there bewai⸗ 
ling that milfoz: une his ſeruants had not rode far: but by the light 
of the dap, which diſcoueretb things done in darkneſle) they found 
Allinus two ſeruants, whoſe dead bodies they carried back to the 
fozireſſe. Lenon (ging them, pꝛelentip alſſured himſelte that Alli⸗ 


nus was a partie in this adion, and that bee had taken away Ar- 


teſia to ſeke her death To pꝛeuent wihch miſchiele (as be thought 
then oz neuer to be done) hee pzeſently rode home to the Court, 
and ha:nbly vpon his kn&, intreated his father to graunt him li- 
ezace with a ſuſficient power to reſcue Arteſia from Allinus, 
who intended to murder her, declaring how he himſelfe faund her 

in Adellenas houſe, and how that he had placed her in the greens 
* Faoxrefle, to defend her from Allinus and others craelfie, being 
left fatherleſſe: and how that night Allinus had taken her from 


thence by trealon. and intended no leſſe then her tuine. The king 


hearing his ſon nes ſpeeches graunted his requeſt. Then pꝛeſent- 
ly oiaers to ihe nu nber of toꝛee bundzeth men, with as much 
ſpeed as coul> poſſibly be, armed themlelues, and in haſte with 
Lenon, went ta Allinus Caftle , imo which they violently and 
baawares to any within entred, Lenon peſent'y laide hands 
Da Allinus, whomhe ſounde ſoze wounded aſking him foz Ar- 
teſia, who thinking fone of bis leruants had befoze belpzaped 
what be had done, p2eſently conkeſt the (ruth of all, both of his 


intent. and howe Arcclis was reſcued from him, but by whom 


bee knewe not, and howe at that time two of his ſeruants wert

ing come befoze the ing, confeſt the truth as beipze he had done, 
bttcrly denying that hee neuer ſought Arte ſias death, but her 
ſafetie ; bot pet notwithſtanding the Bing was lo ouerrulcd by 
Lenons accuſations and periwaſions, that be committed him to 
pꝛiſon, bis gods and lands were leized vppon as a Lraptoz dis 
RL adie wife turned out of do zes in pw2e array, and al crucitie aud 
outrage committed againſt his ſeruautes and ktnifoikes, and 
tommaundement giuen, that none ſhould ſaccour them, All- 
nus being in pꝛilon laden with vꝛons and hardly vſed, pet endu- 
red that affliction patiently, but heating of dis Ladies talamiie, 
and how (he was vniuſtiy conſtrained to beg that all her lite long 
bad bene tenderly bzought vp, thongbht thoſe ſozrowes woeulde 
ſone bzing her to an ende, and entered into manp bitter lamenta> 
tions foz her and dis owne miltoziume which were i te dions ts 
recite , his leruants were conſtrained to viſguile themtelues, and 
trauell info farther places of the Countrey to line vnknowne, o- 
therwile none would haue entertained them, His Ladie was 
compelled to ſ@ke out kinſwomen of hers, that liued in the coun- 
trey, of whom (he was entertained , and there ſiued a pee life, 
far differing from her fozmer life , which ſhe oke weft patient- 
ly. And thus was Allinus houſe defaced, his gods and lands ſet- 
zed vpon, himſelfimp;iſoned,hig wife in poꝛe eſtate his ſaruants 
dziuen ko wander from place to place, reatic often to petiſh fog 
want of luccour and all bis dignitic furnd to miſcrte, oneip by 
Lenons malice who had no ground foz thoſe accuſations he vled 
againſt him, but oncly of a vaine ſuppoſe, and mad franticke al- 
fection that overruled his beart, which ſo much pꝛeualled with 
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ſet al libertie: and how the Pyrates caſt lottes who ſhould |

i . Rnatus all this while remained in the coun- 
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trex ol Natolia, with Alprinus and Luci- 
da, in great grieſe, foz want of meanes to 
depart into Phrygia, to ſe What was be- 
coms ol dis deare Lone Arteſia : but being 
a long time fruſtrated by realon nonesf the 
2 D&) (hips that were at ſea came home, he began 
Yo to dilpatrs, thinking that Arteſra ſuppoſing

to the Court, who being come befoze the King, confeſt the man- 
ner ofthey; life, and where they lined , Then Lenon pzelentlie 

. (oppoſed, thatthey were the very lame that had taken Arteſia 
from Allinus, and demaumding the lame of them, they tolde him 
that there was ſulh a Damoſell in their Caue, and that (hee tolde 
them her name was Arte ſia. Then Lenon withent delay ſtrõg- 
ly accompanied, rode tothe next Hauen, and there gat ſhipping 
bythe Pyzates directions, to finde out their fozt, Ocnatus likes 
wiſe, after he had raiſed the people ſecretite followed the Ppzates 
vnto the plate, where their thip lay, and amongſt the reſt entren 
the lame: who by reaſon of their haſte x exceeding feare , regar- 
ded him not, who thzuſt himlelle into that daunger, onely ts 
ſer ii Arte fiat wore in their enſfovie, not reking how his life might 
be fadangered thereby, but the Pyzutes by Luprates directions. 
'haltedto the fozt,and from thence toke Arteſia into their ſhippe, 
not daring to ſtay there, fo2 that they knew ſome vt their feilowes 
were taken, who might by compuiſion be conſtrained. fo reueals 

' the place of their abode. 

. Ornatusnoſanereſpied Arteſia, but he knew her, and his 
heart leapt within him foz joy to ſiæ that happie ſighte,buthe durſk 


E not ſpeake toher,noz ſcarce ſettle his eyes to behode her,foz feare 


of ſulpect , foz that Luprates mernailed how bee came amongſt 
them : demaunding what hee was, and what bee made thrre?

Luprates bele&uing he ſaid true, made no farther queſtion, but 
with halt ſayled from Phrygia , connevying Arteſia info his 
Cabin vling many lpeches to comtoztber.

all the reft fled bos feare,tolde bim ſince he had fozlaken her in ex- 
kremitie, he was not woztbie bf her, and therefoze Could not 
baue her. Uillaine(quolþ Luprates) pelve her me with quiet, 
oz elſe thy life (hall not defeine her. Mich that Ornatus caught 
holde on a bwzd which he cleft in ſwnder with his lets, and with 
the lame gave Lupratcs ſo ſuddaine and deadly a wennde, that 


the bzaines fell about the place, and and he died. By this time the- 


fozme was quite ouerpaſt, and Ornatus (&ing his dears Lone 
verie weake with leare and diſtemperature, by the arme led her 
bnto a moſſie banke , where the @unnes bzight beames had full 
foxe to daie her garments dꝛopping with wet. 

©  Arteſiaſ&inghowe tenderly this iraunger regarded her, 
and with what paine he had pzeſerned her, when ſhe was of all 
but him fozſaken, being willing to ſhewe that ſhe was grate- 
full,(aid. Sir the paines you haue taken, and friendſhip you have 
chowne tome, deſerne moze thankes and recompence iben X 
am able to gius; and therefoze J deſire you to thinke, that if J 
were able J would requite the ſame : but my miſcſoztunes are lo 
exceeding , that they withholde me from doing that J woulv; 
onely thankes is the ſmoll requifall J can ya&lve in token of g 
grateful mime : being by your meanes at moze quiet then 
many dapes J have bene, though moze diſquiefted then pan 
would iudge: bot now Jrelie dpon your dertues, with hope 
\ thereby to be pꝛelerued, and not dainen to further miſerie. 

Faire Ladle, (quoth Ornatus ) my lite ſhall be ſpent in our 
defence ,, negther will I harte from your vatill J haue bought 
Low 
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pon to the place which you deſire; requeſting you to make ns 
doubt of wy loyaltie. J (oppoſe pour name is Arteſia, becauſe 
(quoth h&) in my traueis J baus met a Gentleman ofthis coun- 
frey named-Ornatas, of whoms J learned the trath of many 
of your miſfoztemes ; who J aſſure you is in god health. O bleſ- 
ſed newes (quoth che,) then will J hope once againe to ſa mp 
deare Ornatus, whole abſence hath becne wy onely cauſe of 
woe. 

he had ſcarce ended thoſe two2zds-, but Ornatus t᷑ſpied a ſhip 
enen then come a ſhoze, where theirs was caſt away, moſt ofths 
men landed, which was the ſhippe wherc in Lenon was, whe 
behold the other ſhipps caſt away , and the ſfozme being ceaſed 
arcived there. From whome Ornatus knewe not hows to hide 
bimſelle: and Atteſia not ſo much as thinking Lenop hadbene 
in it, but that it was ſome ſhip that likewiſe by the tome was 
dztuen to lande there. Pzeſently the men beganne to ſpzedds 
fhemſelnes every Way, and ſome of them {one cſpied Arte- 
ſia, gluing Lenon knowledge thereof, who immediately came 
fowardes her, molt kindely laluting der, but cher ber ing exc» 
dingly diſmayed with his fight, whome cher moſt moztally ba- 
ted, foz verie griefe burſt into teares, that in aboundance guſht

Lenon maruelling thereat, (and little thinking howe much 
hee hated him, and how vaweleome he was) rather crpecting 
thankes foz his paines then repzoſe , ſaid; (Þy deare Arteſia, 
bee not now diſcomtozted , ſincs there is no further canſe of care, 
Jhane moſt diligently laboured fo releaſe pon from gricfe euer 
ſince Allinus by freafon conveyed, you from my cuſtodle : ta- 
kiag your abſence in great heaninefe, foz that it pinched my 
heart to thinke pou ſhoulde fall into (ache viſtrefſe : but nowe 
that all thoſe milfoz*unes are paſt, Jbcſ&ch peu goe with met 

to the Court, where J will labour to pꝛocure pour content. 
Arteſias heart was vcxed to geate his ſpæches, that (he made bim

ſhip, and (amoaglt the reſt) was readie to periſh, but that bythe 


diuine pꝛouidence, J was oꝛdained to pꝛeſetue that vertuous 
Damoſels life. Foz that deede quoth Lenon, J will reward you 
molt kindly : therefoze go along with vs, Then they all departed 
to the Court. Lenon pzelently cauſed Arte ſia to bis lodged in a 
moſt ſumptuons place of the Court, appointing divers Damſels 
to attend her, thinking by thoſe meanes to win her te conlent to 
lone hin) : but all pꝛoued vaine, his care mas caſt away, his coſt 
to little effec, and his kindneſſe vnregarded. Foz Arteſia was 
ſo conſtant to Ornatus, that ſhee hated Lenon : her heart was 
whollpimployed to wiſh his god, 8nd Lenons ill.

02 are thy lpirits of nomoze courage? then they will 
do nothing: thy wit ſo ſhallow, thou canſt deniſe no tratageme, 
oz thy mind (6 cowardly, thou darc ſt not revenge the wzong L e- 
non doth the 2 What though bee be the Pꝛince and heire of this 
land, is not both he and his father hated, ruling by blurpatiom, 
and with crueltie, not with iuſtice, hath ſought the downe-fall of 
tby honſe:? Can Arteſia thinke cither balont 02 vextue to reſt in 
ther, when cher ſhall know how neare thou art her foe, but dareſt 
not touch him? will thee not efteme the a coward and vntwoꝛthis 
to enioy her loue ? Nay when ſhe knoweth this, will the not alter 
her loue: Mhy Ghoulvelt not thou (ke thy owne content, thongh 
it bee with his diſcontent > thou artenery way as god as he by 
birth, though her now role the land: hath not thy father (aſd, that 
bis father was but a Captaine in the laſt Kings dapes, and by 
treaſon put his lawfull King to death, and ſo wanne the rule? 
Then Ornatus renioe thy ſpirites, ſeme not dilmaied With any 
daunger feare not miſfoztune, ſceke fo releaſe thy Love, and ven- 
turs tby life therein: oa liuing thus thou ſhalt be depzined of her 
ſoue. Lenon will by fozce o; fatre meanes onercome her, and 
then maleſt thou blame this delete, The King is now ſicke, and 
bee being dead, Lenon muſt raigne,who then may do what beg 
lit. Then take the aduantage of the time, and do not froftrate thy 
bleed hopes with ſlottzfull delaie. Yaving ended this mi ditati. 
on, he (hen began to ſtudie how toperiozme his will:wherein hes 
found many confrarieties. But pzeſently he beheld Lenon enſe=

Lenon was as glad as he, that he pelded fo do that which he 
fhought leaſt to perloꝛme: and therefoze pꝛelently gave command, 
that the Pilgrim onely ſhould haue her in caftodis, Arte ſia mar- 
aclled that her keepers were chaunged, miſooubted ſome intent 
ol hard vſage, but ling it was the Pilgrim that now had her cy- 
Kodis, her heart was comfozted.

bee beheld her ſitting in this ztable ſozt, dis hart was rea» 
dy to melt with remozſe:and h@ bzeathed th ſo bitter a lab, that 


Hh®heard the lame, which he perceiuing came towards her with 
bumble ſaying. Polt vertuons Ladie, pardon my. 


behauiour, 
pzeſumption, in pzeſaming thus vamannerly to interrupt your 


quiet: Le non the Pzince hath appointed me to be your attfoant, 


therefoze J beſeche you , notwithſtanding J am bis ſubſtitute:

. ploy my bttermoſt indenours fo purchaſe pour content. Arteſia 
raifing her ſelle from ihe ground laid. Pilgrim, Jthanke you lo 
your kinde pzofer, and am glad you are wy kæper, loꝛ two.caus 


des: one, foz that J truſt pour verſues will not luſfer me to be in · 


inred; the other, fo2 that J would heare ont your diſcourſe of my 
deare friend Ornatus, which J was hindzeo from by Lenons 
ſaddaine finding me. Ladte, /quoth he) you ſhalbe aſſured of the 
one, and heare moze of the other, if firſt you will vouchſlafe with- 
ont offence,to beare my ſpeech,and luffer me to exetute the charge 
Lenon bath ginen mer, and J haue vndertaken. Why aye 5 
(24 
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that ( quoth Arteſia) I wil not be offended 2 Lenon hath made 
knowne to me his loue, and how long, and with what conſtancie 
it is grounded, commarmding'and intreating me in his behalfe to 
become an humble (ater vnto pon: he tclleth me that lil you vn. 
gentip diſdain him without cauſe, reaſon,o2 confideration, There- 
foze Jhumbly deſire, both fog that he is conſtant, a P2zince , and 
ol gos and vertuous gifts , y&#ide to his loue oz elſe to ſatiſſie me 
of the chieleſt reaſons that withold you from the lame. Pilgrim 
(quotb ſhe) foz that my minde perſwadeth me, pou in wiſedome 
wilt conceine of realon ; and will be faithfnll in concealing that 
which J ſhall diſcloſe ; I anſwere you thus. Firſt, admit Lenon 
did lone mee(yet by bis vlage J finde the contrary) noz J cannot 
fancie him, foz that I alreadie haue plighted my faith to another, 
moze wozthie then himlelfe , which is that moſt vertuons e kinde 
Gentleman Ornatvs , who likewiſe equalleth me in effcction: 
and theretoze J ſhould diſhonout my name, bzeake my faith, and 
reape perpetuall infamp if 3 chould ſhe we my ſelfe ſo inconſtant. 
CTheſe J thinke are tealons (to a realonable creature) ſufficient, 
and of ſuch fozce , as none can contradict : and therefoze no moʒe 
can be ſaid therein. Beſides were not allthis ſo,you have norea- 
fon to perſwade int to that which J haue ſooffen denied, and 
will neuer y&ldvnto. Pour realons indeꝛd (quoth he) are great, 
and the canſeſuch, as ſhould no way be violated : but now vou 
are ſubted to his mertie: and hemay infozce vou fo that which 
pou are moſt vnwilling fo haue done: then what remetie haue 
pou, but rather to ptelde, then indure iuch extremitie as he map 
vic?Bes qusth ſhe) when J can pꝛelerue my ſelfe no longer from 
bis ioff, zeath (hall rid mee from his pomer, which J will execute 
bpon my ſelte, rather then condiſcend to yeld him lo much as an 
outward ſhewe ol kauour. Therefoze J pzay vſe no moze woꝛds 
tending to the bzeach ol my laith, and furtherance of his loue, fo: 
knen pou but how hatetull his name were vnto me, and howe 
odious to thinke of his doting loue, pou would of pittie Deſiſt fo 
fozm-r;t me with the ſound or that o minous monſter, but rather 
leetic to comfozt my diſtreſſed Tate, and poze ptaing heart, als 

H molt 


moſt.dzowned with ſozrow : being moze vnfoztunate, then euer 
any was by theſe affiictions , and the loſſs of my deere Ornacus, 
whole pzelence ſhould releaſe me from this thzalvome , and laby. 
rinth of diſcontent, Df whom if pou can tell me any tidings, J be · 
ſech you impart them bato me; thereby to adde comfozt fo mitti- 
gate my care. 

Ornatus was ſo rauiſhed to heare her btter ſuch heaucnly 
ſpeeches, that he had mach ado to refraine from imbzacing her: 
vttering thels ſpeeches. Now happis is Ornatus by attaining the 
loue of ſo vertuous and conſtant a Ladie, wozthy to bs admired, 
eteratzed,and foz euer honozed ? Whatcomfozt may thele pleaſing 
wozds bzing to his heart? What tozment can he not account plea- 
ſars,indored foz ſo ſweet a Ladies ſafety? and what paines ſhould 
he retuſs to pzocure her (wee! content? M Arteſia, diuine Arteſia, 
Ornatus is not able to cxpꝛeſſe his content, noʒ your deſert: vna- 
ble to recompente pour kindneſle, and euerlatingly bound to you 
in all firme bands of laithlull lopaltie. Jn pour heart is the harboz 
of true loyaltie, grounded vpon vertuous loue. Then how happie 
is he by being inriched, and poſſeſt ol iuch a love? is reward is 
greater then his paine : his pleaſure moze then ever his.ſo;rows 
could be:and his gaines a thouſands times beyond his loſſe. Why 
Culd J then conceale the froth of bis ſaletie from you ? UWith that 
he ſaid : Behold Arteſia, your Ornatus; with that be diſcouered 
bimlelſe vnta her, t ſhe perfectiy knewe him, Being almoſt ama- 
zed with thaf heauenle ſight: when with a (wete behaniour,they 
both joabzaced esche other, intermingling their kiſſes, with teares 
of iope that in aboundance diſtilled from their eyes, ſurfetting ſo 
much in that werte delight, that they were loath to parf,but that 
feare to be eſpied, compelled then. Taking ſuch cxceding comſozt 
in each others pꝛeſente, as is not to be expzeſt1withakbſing many 
kindneCes viuall betwizt faithfail friends, to expaclle their (op, hee 
ſomlimes imbz icing her, the againe with a (wet kille welcom- 
ming him being fo many, kinde, and hartie, as wold alk a (kil- 


full diſcretid At leſt hauing ſomewhat recreated themlelues and 


with ſodaine toy banniſhi ſome part of their care, thry (yought it 
time 
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time to fudie ho to pꝛoture their happineſſe, leaſt y ſame might 
againe bs troſt by Lenon. Uho by that time cxpected to hears 
from him. Myerefoze Ornatus laid: moſt deare and kind Ar- 
te ſia, by whole lone my life is pzeſerncd. J am not able to expꝛeſſe 
the toy my heart conceineth , by this foztunate meeting, being 
likewiſe as (ozy to thinke of the miſfoztune you haue indured = 
my careleſſe oucrſight, and how to get you from this place, and 

from Lenons affection , whom J know to bee of ſuth vnciulll a 
dilpoſition that he will leaue no diſlopall meanes vnattempted to 
further bis intent. 

Theretoze in this vzgent extremitie, it you will be contented to 
cſteme me as pour friend, and follow my directicns, J will lavoz 
all that J canto get you from this place. My true friend Orna- 
tus (ſaid Arteſia)J haue dedicated my ſelf to your diſpoſition, and 
made my ſelfe all one with you , both in heart, body, and minde, 
that whatſoener you would wiſh your ſslfe, you do to me, x what- 
ſocner pleaſeth you, cinof diſpleale me,foz Jam pour ſelf; therfozg 
Jcominit all things to your wiſdome. x reſt fo be ruled, counſel- 
led and o2dered by you, in whatſoener you ſhall thinke convenient: 
and will do any thing you ſhall counſaile me vnto , both fozonr 
eſcape from hence,oz otherwiſe ; accounting my bliſie pours, and 
yours mine your cares mine, and your quiet, my content. 

Lenons lone is moſt hatetull vnto me, and ininrie to vou, then 
what meanes can you wozk to ridde me ot᷑ that and renenge pour 
sone wꝛong, perfozme , foz my conſent is readie to yeeld fo anp 
thing you ſhall thinke connenienf, 

A molt humbly thank you,ſaid Ornatus, and firſt J think this 
is the beſt courſe, fo pꝛocure my god liking with him, and to rid 
vs from hence, that at bis next comming, yon ſhewe a little moz8 
friendly contenance bnto him, then {herefofoze you haue done, as 
ſhall beſt agres with your wiſvome , and be perceiving that my 
ſerutce bath done moze fog him then ener be could attaine , will 
not onp credit me, but alſo beraled by mee in any thing J ſhall 
® cotinſatic him vnto. Which if ou will perfozme.comit the reſt to 
me Me dec Ornatus at your requeſt J wil do this, which other- 
N 2 wile J 
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J would neuer of my ſelfe ptelde unte, foz that my lone fo yon, 
and hate io him, would not ſuffer me ſo much to diſſemble: but J 
pzap God deliuer me well from fozth of his power, that J may in 
quiet enioꝑ pour ſweets company. WThele lpeeches being ended, 
they parted with a werte kiſſe, he ighing,and ſhe to; griele ſhed⸗ 
' ding teares. ot long after Lenon came to Ornatus, requeſting 
to know whether he had pzevailed any thing with Artetia in his 
bebalfe 4 Py Lo2d (quoth he) J haue bled many perſwaſions to 
ber, which in ſome ſozt haue pꝛeuailed, but hereafter J do not 
doubt by my perſwsſtons, but to winne her full conſent: it yon 
with wiſoame will be directed by me, and not with raſhneſſe 
marreall: therefoze goe in vnto her, but not toraſhiy , and ſe if 
ſhe be not altered, Lenon imbzaced him in his armes, laing: 
thou bzingeſt me tydings of exceeding comfozt , foz which J will 

reward thee moll bountifolly, With that be gaue him a patie of 

gold: which Ornatvs toke,thinking that ſhould be a meancs to 
further him, and hinder the giner Lenonentred Arte ſias cham- 

ber, vling many kinde ſpeeches and ſubmiſſe behaniours, whome 
he vled moze kindly then euer ſhe had befoze done, which both 
filled his heart with iop, and made him accozding to the Pilgrims 
directions, moss carefvl{ ofhis bebautour , leaſt by any boloneſſe 

be might offend her, that hauing paſt ſome (mall time with her, 

he departed. 

Now was Ornatus ſtudying bow to rele aſe Arteſia, to fur- 
ther whole intent the cecaſion thus fell out. Allinus and Traſus 
As is befoze laid, gate ſhipping foz Armenia, and atriued there 
With ſafette : fiiff directing their conrle to the Kings Pallace, 
where Ailinus was moſt honourably entertained, being ſome- 
what allied to the Bing, to whome he declared boſh the cauſe of 
bis exile and the uur p done to him by Thæon, king of Phrigia. 
Turbulcs the Armeman Ring, comfozted him all that be cold, 
and bad him withall, requeſt anp thing at bis bande 4 hee would 
graunt it him: Allinus alledging many things to perſwave Tor⸗ 
dulus to yeldthereto, requeſted him to ſend Ambafſadoars into 
Phrygia, either to ti quilt perfozmance of cei tame articies , 02 
elle 
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elſe to giue him open defiance foz war. The articles were theſe: 
that Allinus ſhoulde bee reſtozed to his lands, and the dammage - 
and loſſe he had ſuſtained, ſhould bee repated fo the full, that his 
wife ſhoutd bee recalled from baniſhment,and that he ſheuld/yeeld 
bp Arteſia to Allinus, ifſhe ſhould bee in his coſfodie, and that 
the King and Lenon ſhould bes {wozne to perfozime all this. Tur- 
bulus was eaſily wonne, and therefoze pꝛeſentlꝑ ſent foure of his 
Noble men as Ambaſſadozs, to requeſt the perfozmance of tholg 
conditions, Myo euen at that inſtant were landed in Phrygis, 
and newes thereof bzought to the Caurt, the Ring being him 
ſeife ſomewhat ſickip, ſent Lenon to mate them, and giue them 
entertainment : who was loth to go from Arte ſias ſight, but aſ. 
luring bimſelfe of the Pilgrims faith, committed her wholly to 
dis cuſfodie. Ornatus thought it now the fitteſt time to ſeeke to 
eſcape, but he was bindzed by other ol Lenons ſeruants. home 
he had ſecretly appointed as ouerſeers to loke into the Pilgrims 
action : that it was impoſſible fo him to attempt any thing that 
way, but it muſt needs both be diſcouered and pzenented, Orna- 
tus (&ing himlſelfe diſappointed of his purpole that way, made 
Arte ſia acquainted with what he intended, and how he was pꝛe⸗ 
vented, [pending the time of Lenons abſence continually in her 
company. But bauing met the Armenian Ambaſſavozs,bzought 
them to the Court, where they were honourablp entertained, and 
baning declared their Embaſſage , Thxon the King, tolde them 
they ſhould recctne anſwere within two dates, 

Lenon hearing the articles, counſelled his father not to peeld 
fo pertoʒme any ſuch conditions, but rather to lend Turbulus 
defiance Foz (quoth bee) your Maieſtie axe as abſolutely Ring of 
Pbrygia, as be of Armenia, and then what vifhonour were if 
bato you to ſtope to his tommaund, and (hewe pour ſelte as it 
were afraid ot his th2eats? foz to binde pour ſelte to this, Were to 
become his luvicet ; which wonld fone be publiſher through the 
whole woz'd lo pour diſhonour. The King being onerruled by 
his perlwaſtous, gane the Ambaſſadours this anſwere, that her 
ment not is pir{oz are the leaſt of thoſe articles they demaunded,

=8\ Hzon knew thet the king of Armenia ſwole

Jol the Armie and o2dering ofthele affaires, 
„ bnto bim, who weze hardie bold, then wiſe, 
: badertoke all, and within chozt ſpace, had 
gathered an erceeding great firmie, and fur- 
niſhed certaine ſhippes, to meete with the Armenians bp Sea if 
it might bee poſſible, to banquiſhe them befeze they choulde 
land. 


{Theſe froubles filled the Commons hearts with gricfe, and 
their months with murmurings :loꝛ they vnderſtanding that the 
Ring of Armenia did offer warre to Phry gia, in the behalte of 
Allinus that was generallie beloved : there was fcwe of thoſe 
that were pꝛeſt fo thoſe warres, but came vnwillinglie, and ra- 
ther by conſtraint, being moꝛe readie to forne their wozd points 
againft Ton, then againſt All inus. 

Ornatus likewiſe hearing of theſe warres, by his wif dome 
found out the opinion of the multitude, and with what vnwilling⸗ 
neſſe they came to the warres, which when hee was in ſeme 
ſoꝛt aſſured off, be came fo the Campe, and amopgſt al ive 
teil 
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reſt ofhis Familiars, eſpied Phylaſtes, whe alwates loned him 
molt dearely, bim hee kne we to bee of a moil faithfull and con- 
ſtant reſolution, in perfozming bis pꝛomile, and was by Lenon 
appointed one of the che&felt leaders. 

: Ornatus finding him remote from the Camp, came fo him, 
and after (alutation, ſaid; Sir Phylaſtes, Jam ſent vnto you by. 
a deare friend of pours, named Ornatus who fruſtefth ſo much in 
pour bertucs, that he is willing to put his life into your hands, 
wbich you ſhali hazard, in denying him one (mall favour, which 
with (afetie you may graunt. Firſt thereſoze, J requeſt but your 
pꝛomiſe foz your warrantie, and then J will declare what J baue 
in charge. 

Me friend (quoth P hylaſtes) thou telleſt me newes of won . 
der, when thou ſayeſt thou comeſt from Ornatus, whom A feare 
is long ſince dead: but if thou knoweſt the contrary, andcanff 
reſolue me thereof , Jpzomile and (weare to perfozme whatſoe- 
ner thou (halt demaund : foz J am (are Ornatus kroweth 
that J loue him, noz maketh any doubt thereof, which ik hee 
do, bs injurieth that lone and friendſhip that bath paſt betwene 
vs. 


Then kinde ſir (quoth he) that Ornatus is not dead, but in ſafe · 
tie, and Jam that Ornatus, that notwithſtanding wy ſperch, 
make no doubt of your loue. 

Phylaſtes beholding his countenance, knewo him well, 
and lo; iop taught him in his armes. My deere friend Oc- 
natus (quolh bee) J ame gladde of your ſaletie, and accur- 
ſed bee my fone, {f do not any. thing that you ſhall com- 
mannd. 

Ithantze you ( quoth Ornatus) to enker into the vious 
diſcourſe of my aſflictions, woulo be tedious : but in few woꝛd 
J will tell au all. J loved Ar:clialoag, but found no yep? — 
meanes to attaine my love, Which made me dilguile ny ſelfe 
inio womans apparell , naming my felfe Sylvian , and was 
foztunately cnt:ctained by Arbattus, whoſe death J founde 
to bee acted by Floretus, wha falling into lone with met tolde 
me 
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mit to my lake he would poyſon Arteſia at the Lodge, whitder 
be conueyed her, J fearing to haue her taken from me, and ha- 
ning wonne her loue, tolde her his intent, and tonueped her to 
Adellenas houſe : then Floretus and Lenon came thither, de- 
manding her of me, whom tolde 3 had poyloned her, acrozding 
tohiscounſell: we ſtriuing, were bzought beloze Thæon, who 
banifhed me into Natolia, from whence J came backe, and by 
god foztone haue the keeping of Arte ſia in this diſguile,the man · 
ner will tell you at moze leiſure. Now my deare friend Phyla- 
tes, my deſits is tochaunge my place with you, voa to haue the 
caſtodie of A: teſia in my Palmers werdes, and 7 to march into 
the flelo. in pour Armour which il you graunt, you ſhall bind mes 
vato you foz ever. Phylaſtes yeloed to fulfill his requeſt, and ſo 
koz that time they parted, appointing to meete the next day, Ocna- 
tus being cometo Arteſia, told her where he had bene, and what 
hee intended, which made Arteſia ſad, diſwading him from his 
purpole in this ſozt:{Py deare Loue, what need you venture pour 
perlon in the vaungers that are incident to war? will you leaue 
me heare in donbt, and not rather ſtaie with me to my comfozt ? 
there are inough beſides and to many in the fleld, and Phylaſtes 
is able to execute his oon place: then J beſtech you do not leaue 
mee in diſcomfozt , fox how can Jbe voyd ot care, when J (hall 
fbinke you are amonſt ſo many enemies rradie to be (langhte- 
red? Py deare Lous (quoth he) that which J will do ſhalbe with- 
out any hazard at all, bat ſhall pzocure both your and mine owne 
content. Then J beſeech you remit this care foz my ſaſetie, fo2 J 
will pzeſerue my ſelfe from daumger coz your ſake, Beſides Pt v- 
laſtes verfne is lach, that you need not once ſs much as thinke 
amiſſe of him: who J knowe would venture his life foꝛ my ſaks. 
Beſides , my honoz bꝛgeth me, reuenge of intaries done to dur 
ſelfe and me, and my fathers ſafetie,are reaſons ſufficient fo per- 
fwade your conſent : beſides many other canſes moꝛe fozcible 
then theſe te tedious fo recite. Then J beſ&ch you denie me not: 
foꝛ when it ſhall be knowne that my father was in armoz in the 
geld, and J in this place not regarding to aide him, it wil turne to 
my 
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My great diſhonour : and thoſe which befoze did eſteeme well ot 
me. will then begin to hate me: then let not pour doubt and true 
loue to me, hinder m determination: fo2 on that mine honour, 
pour lafetie , and my fathers life dependelh. Arteſia ſæing ſhe 
could by no meanes diſſmade him, thought not to let him dc part 
o ſudden p, but tlaiping her tender armes about his netke, a 
thouſands times kiſt his lippes, whileſt with ber abundant teares 
ſhe bedeawedhis manly cy«kes. Ornatus tote great ſozrow at 
der heavinelle, and delight in herjmbzacings, (hat the contrarie- 
ties of his conteits were cxcarding : plealure it ſelfe ſeeming moze 
pleaſant intermingled: with care; and cares pleaſure to be endnie 
red with ſuch delight. Arte ſia was loath to let Ornatus de part 
that night, ſoʒ that hie deewed bee ſhould be in daunger the next 
t ap, and het as bnwilling to leave her in ſozrowe : {hee on the one 
ide ſollacing her (elfe in his company, and hes by her kindencſe

Lenon, hearing this Champions pꝛond challenge, ſapd: Jf ' 


thou art a knight, a gentleman as J am and canſt ſhewe wherein 


3 baue wꝛonged ther, J will anſwere the, other ile knowe, that 
I ſcozne ther, although J know my lelfe of ſuſficient ſtrength to a- 
bate thy hangbty pꝛelumption, were it nener ſo great. With that 
two heranlts were (ent from either General, to part the lould iers, 
which done, Ornatus befoze the open aſſembly ſaid. Lenon,firſ 
Aſape J am a Gentleman, as abſolute and as god as tbpſelfe : 

Pzince Jam none, neither art thon by right, but that by iyꝛannie 
and bſurpation thou holdelt the ſame. J tome as Arteſias Cham⸗ 
pion, to challenge thee of diſloyalty,as the outrages thou haſt com⸗ 
mitted.by detaining ber libertie, do manifeſt. J challenge the fo3 
dwing injuſtice againſt Allinus whom thou witbbeideſt from his 
right,by trecherous malice. J challenge ther, as a partaker of Ar- 
baſtus death, toz that thou ſuſfereſt and vpholdeſt his murtherer 
Floretus, that hath deſerued death. A challenge ther fa; oppꝛeſſion 
laid this whole land, And laſtly, fozdefaining Ornatus li- 
ging, who never was impeached of treaſon ; and therofoze if thou 
dateſt anſwere my challenge, Jam here readie, otherwiſe, Jbere 
pzoriounce the coz a coward, 4 a miſcreant, not wozibie to bears 
Armes. Lenon made this replie, Being accuſed by a ſtraunger, 
without can(e, J regarde it not, and beeing indge iy ſe lie, will not 
by ttze be adindged : but foz thy pꝛoude challenge , J will an(wers 
the, as lutie regart ing what thou can v o, as thon boallingiy dot 
bannt ofthy valoz, Myerefoze tuen now befaze J deport, J will 
without delay abate thy haughtingCe, though thy accuſations are 
manifc fly falſe ; fo2 J both lous and eſt me Arte ſia as dærely as 
I doe my leife ; my title tothe Crowne, is iuſt: ſoꝛ Allinus bee is

bands, to deſtrope the Countrey. Foz Floretus pardon, il is 
mertie, not iniuſtice. As foz oppꝛeſſion done to Ornatus, all 
knowe, IJ neuer iniuried him : but il hee take the Juſtice that is 
done to his ttaiterous lather, as done to him, J cannot helpe that: 
but reuenge it thou, ſince thou art his Champion, Oc natus had 
much adw to ſay tu heare out his lpeecye, which galled him tg the 
bery heart, that without ſpe; ng a wazd-m02e , bee (mote at Le- 
non, and Lenon with courage, anſwered his blowes, beginning 
a moſt flzrce end fozceable incounter, and with like furte tontinu; 
ing the ſame, til both had receined many wounds, and their ſteeds - 
beg anne to be furious and madde, with the ſmart of ſome iroges 
that mill their apme. 

Ornatus calling to remembzance, firſt the injuries he had recet- 
ued, and that Lenon gnone elle could diſpoſſeſte him of Arte lias 
Lone, and many other wzongs he had done him and his parents, 
thought nowe to reuenge them all, and dilpoſſeſſe T hon of the 
Crowne by Lenons dea, reniued his ſpirits with ſuch courage, 

that he began with renewed ſtrength to affaile Lenon, who euen 
then began to fainte, & would haue yelded, but that ſhame with · 
held him. Which when Or natus perteiued, heꝛ thought at once fo 
ende the ſtrile, that with one fozceable blow, her gane him ſo dep a 
wound on the right arme, where the Armour was bzoken awap, 
fhat bee let fall his ſwoꝛde, and felt ſenceteſſe on his hozſe necke. 
Thxon perteiuing bis ſonne in that danger, with bis gaard came 
tuſhing in, & reſcued him from Ornatus (wozd , Which ofherwiſs 
bad parted his bead from his bodie. Miih this, both the Armies 
iorned battel againe : the Armenians with new courage ruſhing 
bpon their enemies, whoſe hearts began fo faile, ſa ing Lenon ſo 
neer death, which made (ach a confuſion among th that they were 
readier to flie oz yeeld to Allinus, (bt lo fight it oat: that on a ſodain, 
the Armenias had llaine an infinit number of them, all the earth 
was dped to a purple colour, with their blood. O natus heart was 
vered to ſe ſo much of his Countres bla? chead „ that hee intrea- 
» fed Phy laſtes fo petſwade the Douldiers to giue ouer, and him 
lella rode bel wirt the two Armies with a Herault, deliring them to 
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Kale their furie ſoʒ a while. Long it was befoze they would giue 
per, hut at laſt by the Dꝛums and Trumpet ſound, having cal- 
led backe the Armenians, Ornatus plating himſcife tn the audit 
ot his Countrey men, that a muliitude might heare him, ſaid. 

Renowmed people of P liry gia,hcare my ſpteth that am toꝛmen⸗ 


mented to ſe ſo. much of vour blod ſhead, the tifuſiou whereof, J 
le ks h all meanes to ſtop, haging as you le foz the loue J bears 
ſo you, not lifted my hand ag in any of rau but onely Lenon: 
the cauſes that v2ge ins to challenge bim is the maniteſt wzongs 
be and bis father hath done td your ſelues, this Countrey, and all 
the Nobilitie ; foz the trus tcltimony whereof, lot euerp one in- 
wardly examime hisowne conſcience, and they will not deny my

- J 
ſtand here as an Aduocate to pleade fog Allinus right, thathaty 
indyredia@ much wzong, J ſtandhere as Ar teſias Champion, 
that is impꝛiſoned by Lenon , abvſed by Lenon, and withbelde 
from her libertie by Lenon. J ſtand here to intreat you ſage your 
owne lines, to pzeſerne your hibcrtie. to exetute Juſtice, and to doe 
Allinus right. Chen J beſerche vou, lay aſide your armes taken 
in defence of wong, and turne vont hearts to pittie innocencie : - 
whereby you ſhall ſane many of your liues, ſhew your ſelues men 
that are ruled by wiſedome, and not by rage: and purthaſe liber 
tie, freevome, and peace, foz euer. Then von that beare the true 
bearts of Phrygjans, follow me, and glue oner to follow that viar- 
per, and ſfaye (nch ruineb and deſtructions as are like to enſue by 
vour refuſall: and let the rightfull heire poſſeſſe the Crowne, ho 
will loue you, cherily von, and ſerke his Countreyes peace.

Whileſt Duke T ers 
nus commaunded his Fozces to follow him, who withvzew him- 
elle from the Campe, elpying ſo fit occaſion, determined likewiſe 
not to fellowe Thæon longer, whom he neither hatednoz loved, 
but pet eſtmed as valawfull viurper of that Ringdome: and ra- 
ther deſiring Allinus ſhould poſſe his right orinheritance then 
any way willing'y confradicting the ſame: being as many others 
were, fozcedocome to thoſe warres , fearing I. zons dilpleg- 
ſure, who carednot in ix hat lozte his will was perſozmed, Ter- 
nus therefoze pzewe bimielle apart with thts poilicie.that ir Tbæ- 
on pꝛeuailed, yet h could not impeach him: andif Allinus had 
the belt, pet he could not alledge that Ternus withll od him, thin- 
king it the greatelt poynte of wifedome to kœpe him ſelte dpꝛight.

other bꝛougnt newes that Arte ſia with the pilgrim, was fled, but 
no man could tell whither. Lenon hearing the newes, became al- 
moſt mad, and raged ſo ertreamhic, that his wounds borſl inte 
freſh bleeding : aa to fli vp bis heart with ſozrowe and bexation, 
an other meſlenger from the campe, came running in, crying, 
lie I hreon, flie, we are betrayed to the enemie, the leavers caps 
taines and ſouſdiers aue revolted, andthe enemie is ne are at had 
to ſurpꝛile thee : lie and ſage tby life, fo thine own ſubie as haus 
left tda and refuſed thy gouernment. Thaxon was ſo amazed and 
terrified with feare that without regard of Lenons life, he fled to 
ſaue himſeite. Euerꝑ anc ſauing thole that were fled with Thxs, 
with haſte running to their revolting fellowes to laue themſeiues, 
This newes was bzought to Allinus, who bearing the ſame,and 
being paſt feare of I hæons rage, ſent ù Herault Turns, to 
kaow whether hee were his friend, oz ſlill continue q thoſe banda 
toreſiſt bim as his foe 2 who returned this anſwere,that he was 
neuer foe to him, but alwaies wiſht his god. Afterwards dilmiſ- 
fing his ſouldiers, and (ending every ona well rewarded to his 
ow ne houſe, himſelfe comming backe to bis Went, where he met 


Allnus whame bee kindly ſaluted. \: hither were aſſemblev 


the thief ſtates of the land, to whom/Allinus ſaiv-ÞpLo2bs,fince 
Thocon & Lenon arefled, gnonelett but your honours in piace 
of inſtice, with right and equalitie to miniſter the ſame to luch as 
hane (aſtained wzong : I as one that haue abode the greateſt 
lofſe, commit my cauſe to your wiſeromes ; you know what inius 
ries I have indured by his malice, oneliefoz that J ſought fo ſet 
Arteſia at libertie, that was by L<cnongmpziloned, and badly 
vled : requeſting nathing of pou, but that which by right is mine, 
and belongeth to me by inheritance. The nobles with a generall 
allent, granted that be ſhouldeniop his fozinex poſſeſſions; an 
that bis lofſe Chonld be repaid aut of the Rings trealure. | 
O: natus tanving by, laid: Maſt noble pet es, you & and 
here debating matfers ,«whileit the cavſe of your woe is living; 
and farre inough ſroai yeelving to that you graunt,who now pers 
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aduenture is muſtering newe fozces, to make fruſtrate what pon 
intend, and to wozke revenge. TUHich to pacuent, giue mes pour 
conlents to purſye him, and he being once taken, then may von 
without controll, either eſfabliſh him, oz chule a new, that ſhould 
by right be your king. 

To this all the nobles gaue conſenf, and Ornatus with 
tba& thouſand hozſmen,foltowed Thon, who firſt jk thegren 
Foꝛtreſſe, with fine handzed men, who continued firthe, wonne 
by great rewards, but hearing of the Armenians app:oach, vns 
der the conduct of the ſtranger, that flue Lenon, in the night hes 
fled with a hundzeth of bis neareſt frtends and allies, to Arba« 
ſtus taſtie, where he thought to liue ſecure and vnknowne, foz 
that he thought bis enemies would le aſt of all ſuſpectt that place. 
Har arriued there in the dead time ofthe night: bm knocking, was 
denied entrance, which made him almoſt deſperate, that hee 


 afſaped to enter by fozce, and pꝛeuailed ſo, that hee gat in with 


the reſt of his company , making faſt the Gates againe after 
them. p 

Arteſias ſeruants knewing what he was, ſome ranne ons 
way, ſome another, to hide themſelues from him. One amongſt 
the reſt, came cunning into Arte ſias chamber, declaring to her 
what had befallen e how that tie king had taken the caſtle. Arte- 


ſia hauing not pet heard of Lenons dealh:neꝛ what ſucceſſe Or- 


natus had in the campe, wꝛinging her hands made this lamenta- 
tion. Twice hath my deure Ornatus left me in this danger, and 
haz irded his owne life, hopiug to atfaine gov ſucce ſſe, vut exuell 
foztune bath fill croſt his laudable utteenpte, 4 let boib him and 
my pant ſelie, in extreame miſerie. Now am J aſſured he is takẽ 
pꝛiſoner againe, and my lelfe am like not long to go tree, ſoꝛ Jam 
ſure the king bath heard ol my being h&@re, which maketh him 
come thus late. Mell, might J but bee made pzilonce.in the 
ſame place my Ornatus lyeth, inthzalled, that J might pet en- 
ioy bis ſight, then ſhonlo J thinne my ſclfe happie in uulcrie, 
, but J feare m fo much, they will pꝛinilie mucther him, and 


ncuer let mer knowe thereof, whercbp A mou bee helde with long

' fruffrafed hope ta ſa him, and in the end be deceiued. Never was 
pe mayden bzought to (ach miſerie, no2 I thinks trae lone ne⸗ 
ger crolt with ſuch pitter avaecſities, which bath he foz me, and 4 
G2 him; haus bene continually ſabtect vnto euer ſiace our firſt ac- 
quaintance. As ſhe wis lll continuing her laments, the lame 
leruaat whole na ne was Thriſtus, came running ia again, ſap⸗ 
ing D:are miſtceſſe, haus ſound a meanes fo2 your eſcape from 
hence vneſÞtes,tf you will attempt the ſame: which is without a- 
ny danger at all. Qeuet tell me whatitis (quoth ſhe) but be thou 
my guide and J wii follow thes: fog J will attempt any thing to 
clcape trom him.

haue ind angered me, but now _ voyd ol ihal miſdoubt, your

pardon foz my neglect of dutie, With that hee vnarmed his 
bead, and his falher knowing him, in molt loning wiſe (mbzaced 
him, heading teares foz toy of his lalctie, whome he thought had 
bene long fince ocad. Duke ernus and the reſt, reiopced to (ce 
bim, and with ibzacings expꝛeſt their toy, entring into admira - 
tion of his hononred parts and noble chiualrie. Phylaſtes being 
likewiſe kno un, was mach commended, whom they dermed had 
bene murthert d inthe pꝛiſon by Lenon, fog fhat he cauld not be 
tou Allmus beholting Ocnatus, and with what valour he had 


yands foziop , and the Peeres amongo themſclues began to re- 
tate howe vertuouſly, valiantly, and pzudcntly, he had bcbg. 
ued himlelle in all that he had vndertaken. After many welcomes 
palt, Terous craving audience ffod vp, vttering thele ſpæches: 
Py Loꝛdes, we nerd not now defer giving of Allinus his right, 
becauſe there is none to contradict what we eſtabliſh : bcſives,we 
being all now aſſembled togither, e our late vſarping king dead, 
there can be no fitter time to chuſe a new king, and ſuch a one as 
by right of bid, aad by our generall conſents moy rule vs. Thæ- 
on you know was no way interi ſſed in the Crowne but by vſar- 
pation, and bath roted out almoſt all that hee knew fo hane any 
title oz intereſt tn dur late kings blod : ot wich houſe Allinus if- 
ſae is the laſt, by marriage ofthe Ladie Aura, nece vnto our late 
king, therefoze the right being in dim. if there bs any man in this 
aſſembly that can confradict that which J hone ſaid, let him ſpeak. 
Mhich when he badſaiv,he again ſat downe. Upon his ſpecches 
the Noblesconferd, the people conſulted, and at laſt the commen 
ſouldiers cryed out, Let Ornatus be our ning, Ornatus is our 
king, The nobles likewiſe gave conſent to that the multicyde li- 
ked,and Ornatuswas thoſen king, whom they wold have crow- 
ned: but at his deſire they defered the day of his Coʒonation fo2 a 
month. In the meane time, eſteeming him as their king, ond that 
day with great royaltie ſetting him in poſſeſſion thereof, all buſi- 
nclle ſoʒ that day bring ended, 'the Armenians richly rewarded,

beyMeo himlelfe, reiopced exceedingly, the Commons clept their * 
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feaſfed,and with ioy readie fo reti ne. Allinus in quiet but fo2 the 
want of his Ladie, and all things in god ozder, Ornatus being as 
lone by himlelfe endured much diſquiet foz Arteſi2, maruelling 
what was become of her, ſometimes thinking ſhe was ſlaine by 
Thæon, and then ſuppoſing ſhe was eſcaped out at the poſterne 
gate which he found open, that in theſe contrarieties of doubts he 
continued,fometimes diſpairing, and then again feeding himlelle 
with hope, After Arteſia hav reſted her ſelle, and receiued (omg 
part of her lepe ſhe had loſt that night, though but with bꝛoken 
ſtambers,ſhe began to declare to Adellena what miſerics ſhe had 
induced, and troubles the had paſt ſince ſhe was by Lenon carrt« 
ed from her bouſe,bow ſhe met with Ornatus againe and eueris 
thing that was befalne, with the cauſe of her flight at that inſtant. 
But Adellena laid ſhe, Jfeare me J ſhall neuer (& him againe, 
fo had he not bin take, and his father overthzown, T bx on could 
not haue had ſo much leiſure as to come to ſurpʒiſe mee there, but 
the heauens granted me a foztunate clcope. And if J could be ſo 
happie as fo heare that Ornatus were in ſaſetie, though he had 
not that ſucccſe his de ſires did aime at, my heart would bee at 
ſome reſt, which is now pinched with (uſpitious tozment, His ads 
uentrrous valiant hart could not be withdzawne by any perſwa- 
ſton to leaue to aide his father, bt notwithzſtanding inflnjt perils 
hung oncr dis bead, pet to ſhew the dul ie of a loving ſon, and the 
mind ol a vertuous valiant gentleman, he would not de ſiſt to ha- 
$ard his perſon: which now A fcare me is faine into the hands ok 
his enemies. But yet Phylaſtes J hope wil by his god g triendip 
counſel be a meanes to ke pe him from danger. Manꝑ other ſpee- 
ches Arteſia bſed: and Adellena vſed as many on the contrary 
part, to perſwade her that Ornatus was in lafetie, ihe truth where 
of ſhe told her, ſhe ſhuld (one know :fo2(queth ſhe) J haue lent one 
of my ſervants to learne the truth of all that is happened, who J 
kno\w wil ſhoztly 1 Which fel out euen as (he had told, fog 
the ſeruant returned, bzinging newes of Lenons death, actes by 
a range knight, and how that T hxon was fled, and being like- 
wiſe by the Craunge knight ſurpꝛiled in A: baſtus Caſſie, was 
flaine by one of his 6wne leruants. Which 
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Which Knight, was nolp kndchne to be Ornatus, and was clecs 
tes Ring by the Peres, but he bad deferred bis day of Coꝛonati- 
on, by reaſan of ſome (pecialt griefe that troubled him. Arteſias 
heart was reuiued with theſe newes, knowing the griefe Orna- 
tus endured was foz her abſence, that pzeſently ſhe determined 
toſendhim wozd of her laletie: and wzote a Letter, thecontents
